Orthopedic Hospital Highest While 


Institute for Feeble Minded at 


Beatrice Is Lowest. 


The state board of control has 


compiled a statement showing the 
per capita cost of state institutions 
and the number of inmates for the 
past three fiscal years, ending July 
1, 1924. 
In these three yearly periods the 


average per capita cost was respec- 
tlTely 1287.08, $296.16 and $260.25. 
The populations of all institutions 


under the board during these periods 
•was 5,802, 5,940 and 6,052. This In- 
crease In population of institutions 
may call for somewhat larger ap- 
propriations from the next legisla- 
ture. The board will have sufficient 
funds to run the institution to the 
end of the biennium. 
The state Institute for feeble 


minded youth at Beatrice, has the 
lowest per capita cost for the three 
years, as follows: $181.52, 1189.05, 
and $175.50. 
The board states that it Is unfair 


to compare this institution with the 
orthopedic hospital where the num- 
ber of inmates is smaller and more 
care is required In hospital treatment 
to cure physical defects in crippled 
children. The per capita cost for 
each of the three years was $844.54, 
$768.75 and $636".80. 
The boys industrial school at Kear- 


ney Is one institution where the per 
capita cost increased. For the three 
years the cost per pupil was $380.05, 
$381.06 and $411.51. 
The per capita cost per prisoner at 


the penitentiary In three years was 
$307.62, $324.59 and $294.22.

Charles Cleary, Sixteen and Bessie

WYMORE, Neb., Aug 27.—One of 


the most tragic events in the history 
of Wyrnore was brought to light 
when the dead bodies of Charles 
Cleary, sixteen, and Bessie Nemic, 
fifteen, were discovered this morn- 
ing embraced in each others arm in 
the M. L. Rawlings grove on Indian 
creek, just south of Wymore. The 
children ha* been keeping company, 
which is said to have been opposed 
by the girl's parents 
They left their 


hcmes in the south part of town 
Tuesday afternoon and did not re- 
turn. 


It was reported this morning that 


a railway section laborer saw them 
enter a pasture yesterday afternoon 
and a farmer nearby claims to have 
heard a shot late yesterday after- 
noom from within the pasture and 
grove, which borders one of the. 
roads out of town. .Later it was 
learnod that the .girl wa^-at home 
late in the evening. The girl is the 
eldest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Mike 
Nemic, the father being a Burlington 
shop striker two years ago. The boy 
is the 
eldest son of C. L. Cleary, 


electrical worker of Wymore, the 
mother being dead. 


The bodies were discovered this 


rooming by the girl's mother and 
Mrs. A, F. Taylor, a neighbor who 
•went to hunt the girl following the 
information 
given by the section 


hand and the farmer, and were 
guided by the barking of dogs in the 
grove, -which is about one half mile 
from the homes of the families. The 
boy and girl had each been shot thru 
the head and the boy gripped a re- 
volver in his hand, two shells being 
empty. 


Sheriff John R. Sailing and County 


Attorney 
Harold Mattoon, acting 


coroner, were called to Wjmore for 
an inquest. Evidence was introduced 
at the hearing that tended to show 
that in a suicide pact Cleary had evi- 
dently shot the girl and then him- 
self.The inquest, •which began this 
morning was resumed at 2 p. m. but 
it seemed certain that the verdict 
would indicate a death pact, result- 
ing in murder and suicide. 


The boy left a note in his stocking 


addressed to his father, which said: 


"Goodbye. Bury us side by side." 
Late information today showed 


that they left the girl's home very 
late, possibly near midnight. 


The Nemics are Bohemians. The 


parents of both the boy and girl were 
eo dazed they could hardly realize 
what had happened. 
It is not known that the parents 


had refused to permit them to get 
married, or that the young couple 
had indicated a desire to get married 
altho tie general supposition is that 
there had been some friction.

business, as far as it is possible to 
do so, be suspended September 1, 
labor day ,and that all the depart- 
ments of the state government and 
all Its governmental agencies be 
Closed the entire day. The proclam- 
ation is in this form: "The first Mon- 
day in September of each year is de- 
signated by statute as "Labor £>ay". 
The state of Nebraska recognizes 
labor day as a Elate holiday for it 3s 
intended that those who labor shall 
have an opportunity to devote the 
day to rest and to consideration and 
discussion of the 
conditions and 


needs of labor. 
"History records that the labor or- 


ganization known as the Knights of 
Labor arrangeda celebration and 
provided 
a labor day parade and 


demonstration in New York city in 
1882. Other labor organizations thru 
out the country became interested in 
this demonstration and it rapidly de- 
veloped into a movement that has 
caused practically all the states in 
the union to set aside the first Mon- 
day in each September as a holiday 
known as Labor day. Nebraska was 
among one of the first states in the 
union 
to recognize labor day by 


statute and lend her infleunce to the 
movement to elevate labor to its 
rightful place and dignity. 


"Labor now has representation In 


the councils of the nation. However, 
labor's .right to bargain collectively 
has not been accepted as fully as it 
ahould be. The eight hour day has 
been recognized by all units if the 
government but the right not only to 
an eight hour day but to a living 
wagebased 
on American standards 


with a margin for old age has not as 
yet been universally recognized, but 
should be and must be if the env 
plcyes Is to be given an equal stand' 
Ing before the law and an equal op- 
portunity to enjoy all the benefits of 
a goTernment by the people. Labor Is 
entitled to federal and state tribu- 
nals thru 'which disputes between 
capital and labor could be investi- 
gated bfeore the strike and lock-put 
stage is reached. With the facts 
thus 
determined • public 
opinion 


would become a powerful influence 
In arriving atan suitable settlement 
before business is disturbed and loss 
and suffering becomeswidespread. 


"Nebraska is essentially an agri- 


cultural state, and the welfare of the 
farmer, wage earner, and of every 
class and rank is necessary if the 
state is to continue to grow and jfros- 
per. In order that hte human side of 
labor may be given proper consider- 
ation the state should recognize the 
wage earner by proper observance of 
'the daythat has been designated as 
"laabor day."

"Don't get excited about the corn 


crop," says R. W. McGinnis, district 
traffic agent for the Northwestern 
lailroad, who returned to Lincoln 
Wednesday morning, from a South 
Nebraska business trip. "When you 
people in town are swearing about 
the "heat and can't sleep nights and 
have indigestion because you eat too 
| much and get excited over politics 
j and all thit, just remember the hot 
weather is making the corn crop and 
that the farmers are digging out. 


"We have been handling a lot of 


old corn out of our territory and the 
movement continues," says Mr. Mc- 
Ginnis. "A lot of money is coming 
back to Nebraska but the farmers 
are acting as selfishly, as prudent 
business men would. They are pay- 
ing their debts and not buying any- 
thing they don't have to buy, and 
the result is that the merchants find 
no great call to buy a lot of stuff and 
the railroads 
aren't 
handling as 


much machinery and lumber and dry 
goods and groceries as we would like 
to haul. Maybe the farmer is doing 
the best thing for all of them, and I 
have a suspicion that regardless of 
what we think he will go ahead dig- 
ging out of the hole and putting him- 
self on a better footing. The impres- 
sion one gets out over the territory^ 
is that the Nebraska farmer has" 
abandoned the politicians and the 
farmer saviors and that he is willing 
to try his hand at getting along 
without political help. If the politi- 
cians can get along with the farmer's 
help the farmer won't make much 
much complaint. 


"But getting back to the corn crop 


—it is coming thru in good shape. It 
is maturing. The heat was needed. 
The corn is filling and ripening. We 
have a corn crop."

HAVE a pathetic Inquiry from a sufferer of 
diabetes in an advanced stage. She wants to 
know what can be done about it and how much 


treatment, would be required to offset the years of 
suffering. 


It is sad, indeed, that diabetic sufferers should 


reach this advanced stage and not know the cause 
of the trouble. 


I am heartily in favor of physical examination 


at regular intervals. 
In my list of particular ex- 


aminations are the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, the heart

and the urine. Persons who are run down, overworked, worried or be- 
low par for any reason, should have a physical examination 
at least once a month. 


As you know, any one below par 


is much more susceptible to disease 
than is a healthy person. Of course 
some of these diseases attack the 
healthy 
person. 
One of 
these 


diseases is diabetes. It attacks the 
tired, worried and 
over-wrought 
person. Nervous and excitable per- 
sons are also affected. 
One of the first symptoms of 


diabetes is the large amount of 
urine passed in . the twenty-four 
hours. Under normal circumstances 
a person passes about one quart 'at 
urine. In diabetes there is a marked 
increase in 'the flow of urine. 
There may be two or three quarts, 
even a. gallon passed during- the day 
and night. C o n s e q u e n t l y the 
amount of water and other fluid 
taken is greatly increased. 
The appetite in general is in- 
creased, but particularly so in the 
yearning for sugar, starches and 
fats. As in any other sickness, the 
patient craves the things he should 
not have. 
*' 
Many other symptoms follow in 
rapid succession. There are indiges- 
tion, loss of -weight, disturbances of 
vision, such as cataract and blind- 
ness. The skin itches, there may 
be an inclination to dropsy, and as 
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the disease progresses, boils and

Itowever, most women want the 
tiny hairs about the corners of their 
mouths or on their legs and arms to 
be as inconspicuous as.possible. It 
is, of course, perfectly natural to 
have hairs upon your arms and legs. 


on the upper lip just at the corners 
of their mouths. 
If these latter hairs are so nearly 
the color of the skin that they 
really do not show I should not ad- 
vise taking any precautions to re- 
move them or change the color. 
If they are fairly dark, though, and 
because of this are more conspicuous 
as they are contrasted against the 
background of your skin, you can 
easily bleach the hairs with peroxide 
of hydrogen, which will make them 
very much less noticeable. , 
The way to do this is simply to 
apply the peroxide of hydrogen every 
. night or oftener if you have a chance 


•fand let it gradually take the color 


from the hairs. 
After prolonged exposure to the 
'sun and wind the woman who has 
spent much time about in the sun 
and water in a bathing suit may find 
"that the Hairs upon her arms and 
legs have flourished with the unac- 
customed sunlight and have grown 
longer and much more conspicuous.

CAGO, Aug. 27.—The "n/ental dis- 
ease" defense In the Leopold-Loeb 
murder hearing is a fiction, ad- 
vanced to save Nathan Leopold, r., 
and Richard Loeb from the gallows, 
State's Attorney Crowe charged to- 
day in the second phase of his argu- 
ment. 


Crowe concentrated his fire on Dr. 


William A. White, psychiatrist 
of 


Washington, one of the leading alien- 
ists for the defense. . 


"If these boys are suffering from 


a mental disease, why didn't they 
give it a name?" asked Crowe. "I 
am surprised at Dr. White for not 
giving this disease a name for he has 
in the past given names for diseases 
that do not exist." 


Crowe said, "The mental disease 


would disappear very rapidly if the 
cause of its existence were removed." 


"if the state had not fastened the 


ciime on these boys, Leopold would 
be enjoying himself in the gay capi- 
tals of Europe, on the $5,000 he sad 
wrung from Jacob Franks and in- 
dulging his unnatural lust," Crowe 
cried. 


Crowe attacked the "honesty" of 


the entire defense, 
witnesses were 


placed on the stand to testify to 
fainting spells 
by Loeb so that 


alienists could be placed on the 
btand to build up a defense of mental 
disease, Crowe said. 


"I contend that this is not an hon- 


est defense-," Crowe said. "They are 
just a couple of rates with no other 
way of escape, so they plead an in- 
sanity defense." He argued that the 
fainting spells were due to normal 
and natural causes. 


Shows Alleged Discrepancies. 


Crowe took the Hulbert-Bowman 


medical report, which was prepared 
by Dr. Hulbert and Dr. Bowman of 
Boston, 
defense 
alientists 
and 


showed what he considered discre- 
pancies between this written report 
and the testimony of Dr. Hulbert 
from the witness stand. 


The state's attorney argued that 


the wirtten report was a true pre- 
sentation of the facts in the case 
and that the defense alienists testi- 
mony was embellished 
to suit the 


p/ans of the defense. 
i Crowe pointed to a passage in the 
report which said young Loeb rarely 
iad day dreams. Defense testimony 
indicated he was a habitual day 
(dreamer. 


Another passage said 
Loeb read

tnesses testified Loeb spent much of 
his time reading detective stories.

WATER SUPPLY NOT 


EQUAL TO DEMANDS 


Lawn Sprinklers Overtax Pumping 


Stations for Short Tiine Tues- 


day Evening, Cutting off 


Some Residences. 


A water shortage struck a part of 


the city for a short time Tuesday 
night when lawn sprinkling, added to 
the ordinary demands, overtaxed the 
capacity of the pumping stations. A 
few points of highest elevation in the 
city suffered a complete shutoff of 
pressure, while the drain on the 
city's water supply was greatest 
about 1 o'clock. 
* 


Scattered Inquiries were received 


at the A street and Van Dorn plants 
in the evening while lawns were be- 
ing watered over practically the en- 
tire city. Recovery of normal pres- 
sure was made within an hour. 


Normally, the pressure guages at 


the pumping plants stand between 
65 and 68. At the lowest point Tues- 
day evening the indicators dropped 
to 45.' 
Excessive heat and dryness the 


past few days has induced an un- 
usually heavy consumption of water, 
especially in the few hours after sun- 
set, 
when housewives and lawn 


sprinklers draw most heavily on the 
WAter supply. 


Pumps at the two municipal sta- 


tions were supplying the one com- 
modity in greatest demand at the 
rate of sixteen million gallons per 
day, during the rush hour Tuesday. 


William Schroeder, city commis- 


sioner of water and lights, pressed 
available 
pumping 
facilities 
Into 


service. *A11 equipment that could 
be used without danger of a break- 
down, was put in operatioc. 


Only one small well, having a ca- 


pacity of a half million gallons daily, 
is out of service at the present time. 
Within a few days this well wilr be 
back in service to help tide over the 
annual excess demand for water at 
this time of year, Commissioner 
Schroeder said. 


By the end of the present week, or 


early next week, a new pump with a 
capacity of eight million gallons will 
be ready for service.

F. A. High, state superintendent of 


"the anti-saloon league, blames Gov- 


ernor Bryan for inefficient handling 
of the law enforcement department. 
He says a good word for State Sher- 
iff Carroll, 
who he says is handi- 


capped by lack of funds. In a state- 
ment made public Tuesday evening 
Mr. High says: 


"Governor Bryan, I think, is wrong 


when he says that the state law en- 


- forcemeat department is handling 
,• the 'situation efficiently. The weak- 
ness in the law enforcement depart- 


. ment is in no way, in my opinion, 
chargeable to Mr. Carroll. He is an 
efficient officer. The partial failure 
is due to the lacfc of funds. 


"At Mr. Bryan's -request the ap- 


propriation for the department of 
law enforcement was cut down from 
J75,000 to $65,000 for the biennium 
The cut could not be justified on the 
grounds of economy, for every dol- 
lar the department spends for law 
enforcement two or three dollars is 
turned in to the school funds of the 
state in the way of fines. Instead 
of a cut in the appropriation 
it 


should have been increased. I un- 
derstand Mr. Carroll has been com- 
pelled to reduce hi* force to the min- 
imum because of this shortage.- 


"I have full and complete confi- 


dence in Mr. Carroll and in his con- 
duct of the'office. But the facts are, 
as Mr. Bryan ought to know, the 
law in many places of the state is 
not being enforced as It should be 
and could be if we had better co- 
operation on the part of the gov- 
ernor. 


Governor Autocratic. 


"The old law makes the governor 


almost autocratic in the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition laws of the 
state. To give the governor more 
power than he formerly had, the last 
legislature, at Mr. Bryan's earnest 
request changed the so-called Sack- 
i-n law In accordance with his wishes 
which makes it still easier to re- 
move derelict officers. 


"Duriair the campaign for gover- 


nor we are told he said repeatedly 
if he was elected governor he would 
force the local authorities, sheriffs 
and county attorneys especially, to 
do their duty in enforcing U>e pro- 
hibition laws. 
"Complaint after complaint has 


come to this office concerning tne 
failure on the part of county attor- 
neys and sheriffs to do their duty. 
There is no question but wbmt there 
are a number of officers in the state 
who are not only neglecting to en- 
force tbcsp laws but are more or

There have been several light 
frpsts In various parts of this territory, but 
corn Is the only frrain that shows any bad 
effect*.
